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The Old C.N.R. 
Right-of-Way 

The town of High River has tried 
on several occasions to purchase 
the old Canadian National Rail 
way right-of-way through the east¬ 
ern part of the town, but without 
success, and they have asked me 
as their Member of Parliament, to 
help. 

Accordingly, I met with officials 
of the Board of Transport Com¬ 
missioners for Canada on August 
23 at Ottawa, and discussed High 
River’s problem. This railway 
property interferes with the con 
tinuity of streets. Grass and weeds 
are permitted to go unattended, 
and in general, the unkept ap¬ 


pearance of the property detracts 
from the adjacent residential dis¬ 
tricts. 

If successful at High River, 
farmers and others in the Muni¬ 
cipal District of Foothills, the 
County of Vulcan, and the Muni¬ 
cipal District of Willow Creek 
eventually should be able to pur¬ 
chase the right-of-way through 
their property. Therefore, the out¬ 
come of developments at High Riv¬ 
er have a much broader applica¬ 
tion. 

At the meeting in Ottawa, docu¬ 
ments were produced by the board 
showing that authority was granted 
to build the railroad on August 7, 
1912. That was 50 years ago. Un¬ 
der the Act, after two years the 


authority to build lapses, and must 
be renewed by the railway com¬ 
pany if the intention is to build. 
No request for renewal has been 
made since the original authority 
was granted in 1912. Considering 
the program of Branch Line aban¬ 
donment and the financial posi¬ 
tion of the CNR, the weight of evi¬ 
dence points to the conclusion that 
the CNR never intends to construct 
this railroad, and certain Members 
of the Board at the Ottawa meet¬ 
ing expressed this view. 

I especially asked the Board of 
Transport Commissioners for Can¬ 
ada to find out from the CNR if 
possible (1) whether any parts of 
this old right-of-way had been sold; 
(2) to have the CNR reconsider the 
request of High River, to the end 
of either selling to the town, or to 
private purchasers

in Montreal by the Board, and 
when further information is avail¬ 
able, I shall try to keep you in¬ 
formed through the columns of 
your home weekly newspaper.

Special Camp Held 
To Select Boys For 
Jamboree in Greece 

The week-end of September 7, 3 
and 9, twenty-two First Class Boy 
Scouts from points throughout 
Southern Alberta, camped in the 
rugged country along the Kanan- 
askis Highway north of Coleman to 
participate in special Scouting 
activities under the observation of 
a Selection committee. 

These Scouts were recommended 
by their local district and possible 
candidates to attend the 11th World 
Jamboree for Boy Scouts at Mara 
thon, Greece (32 miles from Ath¬ 
ens ).
